State Highway DepartmentTo 


Build Bridge Across Giia 


River at San Carlos 


The 
State 
Highway 
Depart¬ 
ment has 
issued a call for bids 
for the construction of a bridge 
across the 
Gila river near San 
Carlos 
A bridge was constructed across 
the Gila river at this point about 
seven years ago but immediately 
after its completion 
the river 
cut a new 
channel 
around the 
south end of the bridge leaving 
the bridge high and dry 
with 
about 500 feet of river 
between 
the south bank and the end of 
the bridge 
Repeated 
efforts 
have 
been 
made by the boards of supervis- 
ors 


¬ 
of Gila and Graham 
counties 
and the State Highway Depart- 
ment 


¬ 
to have the Indian Depart- 
ment 


¬ 
extend this bridge to the 
present bank 
and at one time 
congress made an appropriation 
of 
17000 for this work 
but the 
Indian Department did not see 
fit to proceed with this work and 
the appropriation was allowed to 
lapse 
An 
appropriation 
was 
made by the legislature in 
1919 
to complete 
this bridge 
Since 
this time the State Highway De- 
partment 


¬ 
has been endeavoring 
to secure Federal aid on this pro- 
ject 


¬ 
or to secure a special 
ap- 
propriation 


¬ 
through the Indian 
Department 
However 
no suc- 
cess 


¬ 
has accompanied 
these ef¬ 
forts and the Highway Depart- 
ment 


¬ 
considers this crossing of 
sufficient 
importance to proceed 
at once without waiting for Fed- 
eral 


¬ 
assistance 
The 
plans for the bridge call 
for a combination 
wood and steel 
structure 
the compression 
mem- 
bers 


¬ 
being made of wood and the 
tension members of steel 
This 
type 
of construction 
is 
much 
cheaper than an all steel 
struc- 
ture

and if properly maintained 
will 
last 
as 
long 
as 
needed 
There has 
been a great deal of 
uncertainity as 
to the plans of 
the Federal Government regard ¬ 
ing the construction of the San 
Carlos Dam 
If this dam is con- 
structed 


¬ 
to a height of 200 feet 
the present bridge site would be 
submerged 
but no definite in ¬ 
formation is available regarding 
what is likely to be done regard- 
ing

the San Carlos 
project 
and 
it is 
therefore 
considered

advisable to wait on that account 
but to put in a temporary 
ex- 
tension

this 
bridge will not be expensive and 
very little 
loss would result if 
the location 
is to be abandoned 
later 
on 
account of the 
San 
Carlos reservoir 
The bridge is so designed that 
it can 
be easily dismantled 
and 
moved 
to another location at a 
very small cost 
This bridge is 
on 
the State 
highway which enters the State 
at Franklin 
Arizona 
and 
goes 
thence to Clifton 
Safford 
Globe 
Miami and Superior to Phoenix 
and thence to Yuma 
With 
the 
completion of this bridge and the 
road from 
Superior to Miami a 
vast amount of traffic will pass 
over this entire highway

expected that this bridge will be 
completed 
by

summer of 
1920
